To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  third  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health,  Sanitary  Administration,  and  Housing 
conditions  for  the  year  1937. 

T1  le  birth  rate  of  14'38  per  1,000  population  shows  a 
decrease  of  1 '69  as  compared  with  16'07  in  1936.  The  birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  14'9  for  1937. 

The  death  rate  for  Holderness  is  1 1 "94,  an  increase  of 
nearly  one  person  per  1,000  over  last  year.  The  death  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  12‘4. 

W e have,  therefore,  fewer  babies  born,  and  more 
people  dying  in  1937  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  infant 
mortality  rate,  as  suggested  last  year,  did  not  remain  at  the 
low  rate  of  25'6,  but  this  year  has  swung  the  other  way  to 
the  high  rate  of  72'6  deaths  for  every  1,000  live  births. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  greater  in  1937, 
87  cases  being  notified,  an  increase  of  30  over  1936. 

This  was  chiefly  due  to  an  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  at 
Patrington  and  neighbourhood  within  the  last  two  months 
of  the  vear,  32  cases  of  which  were  notified,  as  against  10 
in  1936'. 

In  consequence  of  the  outbreak,  the  Council  approved 
of  an  Immunising  Scheme,  free  to  all  children  in  the  affected 
area  between  the  ages  of  2 and  16.  About  90%  of  the 
children  took  advantage  of  the  scheme,  and  although  figures 
are  not  yet  available,  it  is  hoped  over  95%  of  these  will  show 
a positive  immunity  as  the  result  of  the  concluding  Schick 
Test,  which  is  part  of  the  scheme.  I am  glad  to  report  that 
no  deaths  occurred  as  a result  of  the  epidemic, 
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The  housing  scheme  decided  upon  by  the  Council  in 
1986  has  progressed  slowly  but  surely.  1937  was  spent  in 
choosing  and  acquiring  sites,  and  making  final  adjustments 
in  ihe  prices  to  be  paid,  which  were  at  first  deemed  too  high. 
Building  for  Part  l of  the  scheme  was  started  late  in  the 
\ ear,  and  il  is  practically  assured  that  the  first  houses  will 
be  ready  for  occupation  by  mid-summer  of  1938,  and  possibly 
the  whole  number,  194  in  all,  of  Parts  1 and  2 of  the  scheme 
may  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Abortus  Fever. 

Consequent  upon  a case  occurring  in  the  Rural  Area, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Council,  a short 
statement  of  the  known  facts  about  Abortus  Fever  was 
prepared  and  distributed  to  over  450  milk  producers  in  our 
area,  who  own  about  3,700  cows. 

School  Closure. 

Owing  to  a mild  but  widespread  influenza  epidemic  in 
January,  the  attendance  at  many  schools  was  affected.  One 
school,  Brandesburton,  had  to  be  closed  for  two  weeks  at  the 
end  of  January. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Committee  and  of  the  Council  for  their 
continued  support  throughout  the  year.

Area. 

There  is  uo  change  since  last  year.  A large  area  of 
what  was  good  wheat  land  has  been  planted  with  potatoes, 
and  the  experiment  is  being  watched  with  great  interest. 

Population. 

As  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  mid-year, 
1937,  is  17,250,  a gain  of  1,007  since  1931,  and  of  260  over 
last  year. 

Rateable  Value. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £76,558,  and  a 
penny  rate  produces  £319.  The  general  rate  for  1937-38  is 
10/-  in  the  £.

The  population,  estimated  at  17,250,  again  shows  an 
increase  over  last  year,  this  time  of  260,  and  in  the  main, 
the  new  building  has  been  in  the  parishes  near  to  Hull,  viz., 
Bilton,  Ganstead,  Preston  and  Wyton. 

BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH  RATES. 

(Per  1,000  population.) 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  district 
was  248,  compared  with  273  last  year,  a decrease  of  25.  Last 
year  a gain  of  30  was  reported. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  or  the  “ natural 
increase  of  population,”  was  42,  compared  with  86  last  year. 
The  birth  rate  for  1937  is  14'38,  that  for  1936,  16'07,  and 
for  1935,  14'9,  giving  an  average  of  15' 12  for  the  three  years. 
The  birth  rate  for  the  Rural  Districts  of  the  County  of  East 
Yorkshire  was  14'6  for  1935,  and  15'3  for  1936.  The  birth 
rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  14'9  for  1937. 

Illegitimate  Births. 

19  of  the  248  live  births  registered  in  1937  were 
illegitimate,  9 males  and  10  females.  This  is  one  less  than 
last  year,  but  then  there  were  25  fewer  babies  born.  The 
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rates  of  illegitimate  births  to  legitimate  was  1 to  13, 
practically  the  same  as  last  year,  and  the  illegitimate  birth 
rate  l'l  per  1,01)0  population,  the  same  as  for  the  past  two 
years. 


DEATH  RATES. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  1037  was  200, 
including  deaths  of  residents  dying  outside  the  district,  and 
excluding  non-residents  who  died  within  our  boundaries. 
They  differ,  therefore,  from  those  compiled  locally. 

They  consisted  of  111  males  and  05  females.

Deaths  among  children  under  one  year. 

Last  year  I commented  upon  the  low  figures  for  infant 
mortality  in  our  District,  and  hoped  the  rise,  when  it  came, 
would  not  be  adverse.  For  1937,  18  infants  died  (13 
legitimate,  5 illegitimate),  giving  a mortality  rate  of  72'6 
per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  7 and  25-6  respectively 
for  last  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  58. 
Of  the  18  deaths,  two  males  and  one  female  died  from 
congenital  defects,  five  infants  died  from  premature  birth, 
two  from  difficult  birth,  and  eight  from  disease. 


Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 
under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  the  seven  principal 
epidemic  diseases,  viz.,  Small  Pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Typhoid  Fever  and  Infantile 
Diarrhoea  was  one,  giving  a death  rate  of  0’06  per  1,000 
population,  one  male  dying  from  gastro  enteritis.  This  is 
the  same  rate  as  for  the  past  two  years.

32  cases  were  notified.  t ) t these,  23  were  removed  to 
the  County  Isolation  Hospital,  over  twice  as  many  as  last 
year.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  32  notifications  this  year,  three  times  as 
many  as  last  year.  Of  these,  IS  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  1 am  glad  to  state  that  there  were  no  deaths, 
in  spite  of  the  increased  number  of  cases,  which  were  due  to 
two  separate  outbreaks  in  the  East  end  of  Holderness.  In 
last  year’s  Report  I mentioned  the  value  of  immunisation  in 
the  treatment  of  Diphtheria,  and  emphasised  it  more  fully 
during  the  year,  following  the  first  mild  outbreak  of 
Diphtheria  at  Easington  and  Spurn,  where  b cases  occurred 
in  July  and  August,  1937. 

Five  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  Easington,  and 
one  case  at  Spurn  Point.  Two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the 
middle  of  July.  One  case  was  sent  to  Hospital,  and  the 
other  treated  at  home  and  the  family  isolated.  Two  weeks 
later,  another  case  occurred  at  the  home  of  the  child  sent  to 
hospital,  and  the  mother  of  the  child  treated  at  home  also 
contracted  the  disease.  Following  this,  all  contacts  were 
given  prophylactic  injections,  suspects  swabbed,  and  all  the 
cases  were  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  No  further  cases 
occurred  at  the  time,  but  one  case  occurred  in  the  same 
family  ten  days  after  another  child  previously  affected  had 
returned  from  the  Isolation  Hospital.  It  was  thought  the 
returned  child  might  have  been  a carrier,  but  swabbing  of 
the  throat  gave  negative  results. 

In  the  second  outbreak,  the  first  case  occurred  on  the 
15th  November,  and  twelve  other  cases  followed  in  rapid 
succession  up  to  the  24th  December.  Two  of  the  cases  had 
been  attending  Witliernsea  Council  School. 

On  the  12th  December  the  Council  sanctioned  an 
Immunisation  Scheme,  which  was  at  once  put  into  practice, 
whereby  all  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and  fourteen, 
and  all  school  children,  were  offered  tree  immunisation,  the 
Council  paying  a fee  of  ten  shillings  for  each  child  im- 
munised, and  including  a Certificate  stating  that  the  Schick 
Test  had  been  later  applied  and  was  found  to  be  negative. 

Patiunoton.  The  number  of  school  children  given  the 
first  inuoculat ion  numbered  134.  Ot  the  remainder,  10 


children  had  Diphtheria,  three  had  been  given  preventive 
doses  of  antitoxin,  leaving  18  who  did  not  avail  themselves 
of  the  offer.  Thus  134  school  children  began  immunisation 
out  of  152,  or  87^%.  Besides  these,  1 (j  children  under  school 
age  were  given  the  first  treatment. 

YVklwkk.  On  the  report  of  an  outbreak  of  sore 
throats  at  Welwiek,  a similar  procedure  was  adopted  there. 
Out  of  21)  children,  25,  or  86%,  were  given  the  first  injection. 
Three  were  ill  with  colds  and  one  refused.  Besides  these, 
three  other  children  under  school  age  were  treated. 

Eighty  children  who  were  resident  in  the  Holderness 
Rural  District  and  attending  Withernsea  School  wished  to  be 
immunised  and  were  thus  given  the  first  injection. 

The  total  number  of  children  given  the  first  injection 
to  date,  including  those  in  the  epidemic  area  and  those 
attending  Withernsea  School  and  resident  in  the  Holderness 
Council’s  District,  number  387.  1 think  that  quite  85% 

of  the  children  attending  Patrington,  Welwiek  and  Withern- 
sea Schools  have  received  their  first  injection. 

Two  ways  were  suggested  of  dealing  with  the  problem 
of  future  outbreaks. 

First,  to  offer  free  immunisation,  as  suggested,  to  the 
whole  of  the  district.  This  is  the  better  way. 

Second,  the  policy  of  free  immunisation  could  be 
agreed  upon  and  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  authorised 
to  declare  a village  or  group  of  villages  an  infected  area  upon 
an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  of  over  two  or  three  cases  in  any 
village,  and  to  institute  as  outlined  above  without  delay. 

The  Council  decided  to  authorise  the  second  proposal. 

Isolation  Hospital  Cases. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  arrangement  from  last  year. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia. 

One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  Avas  notified.  The  case 
was  too  ill  to  be  moved  to  Hospital,  so  a qualified  nurse  and 
the  advice  of  a consulting  obstetrician  were  provided  by  the 
County  Authority.  I nfortunately,  the  patient  died. 

Three  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Three  cases  were  notified.  One  was  sent  to  Hospital. 
All  three  cases  did  well. 
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Tuberculosis. 

During  1937,  thirteen  new  eases  of  Tuberculosis  (11 
Pulmonary  and  2 Non-Pulmonary)  were  notified,  as  compared 
with  36  (24  Pulmonary  and  12  Non-Pulmonary)  last  year. 
Of  the  thirteen  new  cases,  all  except  one  were  under  35  years. 

There  were  eight  deaths,  all  Pulmonary,  and  all  except 
one  were  females.  This  is  the  same  number  of  deaths  as  in 
1935.  Last  year  there  were  eight  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  two  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The 
total  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  was  '47  per  1,000  popula- 
tion, and  3'9  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  Tuberculosis  of  some 


form.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  a Water  Supply  under 
pressure  in  every  parish  is  accomplished.  Examinations  of 
wells  and  supplies  generally  are  being  continued,  and  samples 
submitted  for  analysis.  Mains  are  being  laid  to  isolated 
farms,  especially  dairy  farms,  to  enable  supplies  to  be 
obtained. 

During  the  year,  227  samples  were  analysed,  and  210 
found  to  be  unfit . 436  new  supplies  have  been  connected  1o  the 
main.  The  number  of  houses  now  obtaining  a water  supply 
from  the  main  is  3,701. 

The  work  of  the  examination  of  the  wells  and  the 
analysis  of  the  water  will  be  continued. 

Sewage  and  Drainage. 

New  sewers  have  been  laid  in  certain  villages  during  the 
year.  The  policy  of  the  Council  to  expend  a certain  sum  each 
year  on  improvements  and  re-drainage  of  the  villages  still 
continues.  With  a water  supply  under  pressure,  many  E.P. 
closets  have  been  converted  into  W.C.s  The  drainage  of  the 
houses  to  the  sewer  is  also  attended  to  when  the  new  sewer  is 
laid. 

3die  question  of  the  drainage  of  Bilton,  Wyton  & 
Ganstead,  a new  building  area  adjacent  to  the  City  of  Hull, 
is  being  considered  by  the  Council.  A complete  combined 
drainage  scheme  is  being  prepared  ready  for  an  agreed  outfall 
into  the  Hull  Holderness  Road  deep  sewer  scheme  at  the 
Hull  Boundary.  II  is  anticipated  that  the  new  Hull  sewer 
will  be  ready  to  receive  the  Bilton.  Wyton,  Ganstead  sewage 
by  about  1940. 

Scavenging. 

7 parishes  are  scavenged  under  contract.  The 
Council’s  proposed  scheme  for  scavenging  and  disposal  of 
refuse  for  the  whole  of  the  district  was  prepared  and  submitted 
for  consideration,  but  adjourned  to  the  next  financial  year. 

Milk  & Dairies  Orders. 

The  District  is  very  largely  milk  producing,  Hull  being 
the  principal  distributing  centre.  There  are  now  nearly  500 
registered  cowsheds.  The  Sanitary  Staff  are  gradually  bring- 
ing the  cowsheds  up  to  standard.  The  Housing  Scheme 
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prevents  the  giving  of  full  time  to  this  inspection.  All  new 
cowsheds  are  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  Inspector’s 
requirements. 

Meat  Inspection  and  Slaughter  Houses. 

The  slaughter  houses  are  regularly  inspected.  The 
provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  is  in 
operation  in  the  District,  and  the  stunning  of  all  animals  is 
compulsory.

Building. 


During  the  year,  108  plans  for  permanent  dwellings 
and  34  for  temporary  dwellings  have  been  submitted.  Fewer 
speculative  buildings  have  been  erected  than  in  previous 
years,  and  the  better  class  type  of  house  has  taken  the  place 
of  the  speculative  building.  New  Bye-laws  under  Section  61 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  are  in  the  course  of  prepara- 
tion, and  it  is  expected  that  they  will  come  into  operation 
early  in  the  new  year. 

Housing  Acts,  1925 — 1936. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  approved  of  a scheme  for 
the  erection  of  194  houses  on  28  sites.  The  erection  of  these 
houses  commenced  in  October,  and  it  is  expected  that  most  of 
them  will  be  completed  and  occupied  by  the  end  of  1938, 


Summer  Camp  Sites. 

The  owners  of  camping  sites  in  the  District  are  under 
an  agreement  with  the  Council.  The  agreement  makes  the 
owner  of  the  camp  site  responsible  for  the  sanitary  conditions 
of  I lie  camp,  and  the  conduct  of  the  camp.  Water  is  laid  on 
to  all  camps  from  the  main.  The  hutments  allowed  on  the 
camps  are  built  to  regulations,  and  the  caravans  must  be  of 
good,  sound  construction  and  size.  This  scheme  has  proved 
very  satisfactory  on  the  whole. 

Some  of  the  larger  seaside  camps  are  used  for  holiday 
camps  for  the  poorer  children  from  Leeds,  Bradford  and  Hull 
and  other  large  cities. 

With  regard  to  movable  dwellings.  The  Council  have 
adopted  the  proceedings  to  licence  the  land,  and  not  the 
caravans,  so  that  the  owners  of  the  land  come  under  any 
agreement  to  carry  out  specific  sanitary  conditions.  This  is 
new,  and  it  is  to  be  seen  how  successfully  the  plan  will  work 
out .
